POTATOES ARE SCARCE 


M ARKET 
T H R E A T E N E D 
W IT H 
A 
DEARTH. 
The m arket is now threatened with a 
dearth of potatoes and already potatoes 
are reported scarce. 
From 
all 
parts 
comes the report th at there are but few 
potato*** oii liquid—not enough to fill the 
demand until there will be plenty of new 
potatoes, al though a few new potatoes 
are hi tilt*' market already. 
The m arkets In the east are supplied 
mainly from Nova Scotia, Maine, Prince 
Edward island and New* York, but in 
none of these places Is there any quanti­ 
ty on hand. 
The backward spring and cold weather 
In the south are largely responsible for 
the condition of affairs, as the lack of 
the early crop from the warm clime has 
of rout sc correspondingly increased th., 
demand for the last year's supply, with 
the consequent depletion of 
the 
crop 
which would ordinarily have been large 
enough for all demands. 
New York state Is out of jH*tatoes and 
the western crop is reported to be com­ 
pletely exhausted. 
The supply lh other 
section* I* decidedly limited. 
In Lowell there has not as yet been 
no great inconvenience on account of the 
limited supplv of potatoes and It is hoped 
that now th at the new potatoes will be 
here so soon that we shall l\ave plenty of 
the vegetable.

According to the new regulations of 1902 
any such tre a tm e n t of postal cards is 
forbidden ami the result is that a num ber 
of printing houses w hich had m ade a busi­ 
ness of enam elling or bronzing defaced 
postal cards have a large q u a n tity on 
hand t h a t w ere rendered useless by this 
order. 
These p rinting houses sent in a protest, 
and the postoffice d e p artm e n t has issued 
an order to tin* effect th a t these postal 
c a r d s eau be used uMil A ugust I, th u s 
giving them tim e to dispose of their stock. 
Soon a fte r th a t date a rra n g e m e n ts will 
be m ade so th a t defaced postal card s can 
be redeem ed

the states;

concerning you abd yours, are 
dealt 
with by the state of Massachusetts. 
“ A* to the method of that legisla­ 
tion: 
Parliam entary government is a 
very different thing in different plucks. 
A* seen on the other side, in the p ar­ 
ent country, 
from 
which 
we derive 
cur institution* in 
the main, it is an 
entirely different 
thing from parlia­ 
m entary government here. There, all

measures,

questions, are dealt with by 
the par­ 
liament after 
they have been 
intro­ 
duced by the government. 
It is the 
cabinet system. 
The individual 
has 
comparatively little to nuy, unless he 
can make himself felt through the or­ 
ganization, as an orator or a powerful 
organizer. 
••with os here on this side, it was dif­ 
fer*, nt from the first. The conception oi 
government which our fathers had. was 
one of equality betwe<n tile 
members. 
Tims men met as equals, and they repre­ 
sented equals in the constituents they 
had left behind. So it was found that 
• ny man who was * member, could in­ 
troduce any measure that he thought n u ­ 
bia, that was in the functions o f govern­ 
ment; and any constituent of ids could 
come t o him with that measure.

The legislature has long since 
s ojourned and gone home.

No; by neglecting it in great 
part, or by doing; It in another way 
than the way orifinaly Intended.

committee system wan improved u p ­ 
on,—as they cull it,—in this way:

After every attempt to restore 
l.<nt to c o n s c i o u s n e s s h id proved u n a v a i l ­ 
ing. he was removed to the city hospital 
r e l i e f station in Haymarket square. 
Two bouts had preceded the 
one 
In 
which Nook an and Dixon were the prin­ 
cipals and two more were to follow. Af­ 
ter the accident the rest or the program 
was cancelled. 
An officer from station ‘J called at the

officials to accompany him to the station 
house to explain matters. The club offl- 
cers later visited the unconscious lad at 
the hospital.

W hen N oonan and Dixon entered the 
padded tin g for the third bout the 400 
m em bers eagerly craned their necks In 
an en deavo r to size up the boys. 
Noo­ 
nan was a frail youth, weighing about 
I_’u pounds, and he appeared to be in 
excellent physical condition. 
Dixon appeared to be slightly s h o rt­ 
er and heavier th an Noonan. 
D uring the first two rounds Noonan 
w as the aggressor, and 
app eared to 
hav e m uch the b etter of his opponent- 
The fast work of thus*1 rounds had be­ 
gun to tell on 
him. however, but 
in 
spite nf this he set the pace and forced 
Ids opponent all over the ring for the 
first half of the third round. 
At this 
stage Dixon becam e the aggressor. 
Noonan show ed m uch cleverness in 
avoiding punishm ent, and a fte r being 
hit in the stom ach and Jaw closed in 


and clinched. 
He w as grow ing w eaker 
all the time, but not to such an exten t 
as to w arran t the .stopping of the bout. 
E very time Dixon 
rushed, which

continued to do, N oonan would clinch, 
and the round ended w ith

The blow which resulted In N oonan's 
death this m orning was given In the 
fourth round of the bout which had

the fourth round, N oonan m ade a good 
showing. 
In the third he gave Nixon 
a good punishing, though the colored 
m an had landed several tim es on Noo­ 
n a n ’s head and body with telling e f­ 
fect. 
Still N oonan appeared to be In 
first class shape, and his friends were 
confident th a t he would get the decis­ 
ion.

verandas, under whose shade 
the en­ 
tire family gather in 
the evening to 
listen to 
the music of the 
whippoor­ 
will and 
the 
mocking 
bird. 
Tilt 
southern 
verandas, 
thick 
with the 
jasmine, 
the rose, 
the indian creep­ 
er, the woodbine and the honeysuckle, 
With the delicious 
fragrance 
of 
the 
scene and 
the wild music of nature, 
form a memory 
whose 
poetry 
no 
southerner ever forgets. 
Fortunately for 
picturesqueness the 
charm of southern country architec­ 
ture Is capturing

During the 
warm weather few devotees

when other less attractive verandas 
re deserted. 
Bing pong in such eir- 
umstunces Is sure to be ti powerful

TO REDEEM POSTALS 


THOSE USELESS 
THROUGH 
MISDI­ 
RECTION W ILL BE EXCHANGED. 
In the near future postal cards which 
have been rendered useless by misdirect­ 
ing or printing can be exchanged at the 
postoffice for good ones. 
Previously the department would 
not 
take buck such postal cards, although 
this w as done in the m atter of stamped 
envelopes. 
As a result, various printing 
concerns have been in the habit of buying 
up postal cards at the rate of about $2 a 
thousand, and by a certain process, enam ­ 
elling so that they can be used. 
In some 
instances a thin sheet of paper has been 
glued over the printed matter. 
According to the new regulations of 1902 
any Mich treatment of postal cards is 
forbidden and the result is that a number 
of printing houses which had made a busi­ 
ness of enamelling or bronzing defaced 
postal cards have a large quantity on 
hand that were rendered useless by this 
order. 
These printing houses sent in a protest, 
and the postoffice department has issued 
an order to the effect that these postal 
cards can be used tiWll August I, thus 
giving them time to dispose of their stock. 
Soon nfter that dote arrangem ents will 
be made so that defaced postal cards can 
be redeemed

Messrs. Thomas P. Boulger and Oscar 
N. Ward sang several selections and Miss 
M. Louise Coburn, played a number of 
piano Solos. 
The lecturer's subject was “L egislative 
Work as Carried Out on Beacon Hill.’' 
SPEAKER MYERS’ ADDRESS. 
After expressing his appreciation of 
the large 
Audience 
considering 
tne 
loss that has befallen the city in the 
death of 
Its chief executive and 
a 
distinguished citlSen, 
Speaker Myers 
•poke practically as follows: 
‘The 
national government 
deals 
with the 
great, 
striking, 
dramatic 
questions; 
but all 
of those great 
questions that come right close home 
to your life and mine, 
are left to be 
dealt with by 
the states; 
and those 
concerning you Abd yours, are 
dealt 
with by the state of M assachusetts. 
••Ai to tho method of that legisla­ 
tion: 
Parliamentary government is a 
very different thing in different plates. 
As seen on the other side, in the par­ 
ent country, 
from 
which 
we derive 
our institutions In the main, 
it is un 
entirely different 
thing from parlia­ 
mentary government here. There, all 
the 
great measures, 
the 
important 
questions, are dealt with by 
the par­ 
liam ent after 
they have been 
Intro­ 
duced by the government. 
It is the 
cabinet system. 
The individual 
has 
comparatively little to say, unless he 
can make himself felt through the or­ 
ganization, as an orator or a powerful 
organiser. 
“ With us hero on this side. it was dlf- 
fermt from the first. The conception o f 
government which our fathers had. was 
one of equality between the 
members. 
Thus men met as equals, aud they repre­ 
sented equals in the constituents they 
had left behind. Be it was found that 
any man who wa* a member, could in­ 
troduce any measure that he thought fitt­ 
ing. that was in the functions of govern­ 
ment; and any constituent of his could 
come to him with that measure. 
Very 
soon it was found that the number 
o f 
measures was so great that some method 
of sifting ought to be conceived, and so 
the committee system was devised, to 
deal with them.* 
“In the congress of the United States, 
the result hasbeen that of the thousands 
of measures introduced, only 
a 
small 
fraction can ever be acted upon. They 
are pigeon-holed and left untouched, un­ 
less Some powerful man is able to gain 
Influence and have them taken up. I urn 
•peaking of course, of the ordinary legis­ 
lation of 
the congress of 
the 
United 
States. 
“In New York, to, I find that thou­ 
sand® of measures have been Intro­ 
duced. 
The legislature has long since 
adjourned and gone home. 
How has 
«t been accomplished? 
By doing the 
- ork? 
No; by neglecting it in great 
vt. or by doing it in another way 
in the way original)' intended. 
The 
minitte* system was Improved up­ 
on.—as they call It,—in this way: 
It 
w as put practically in the hands of 
©ne or two of a few men, call them 
bosses, call them what you will, who 
■aid to the committee, ’do this,’ and It 
was done; ‘do not do that,' and it was 
Hot done. 
“I leant you to appreciate hereafter, 
when you hear this talk, and read It 
In the newspapers, that the Legisla 
lures of those states have adjourned 
and gone home, that they have not 
done what we have been doing on 
Beacon hill, and are going to finish 
doing before we adjourn. 
“How is it In M assachusetts? With 
qs, the humblest citizen may still pre­ 
sent his measure to the most unpre­ 
tending representative, an dit may a f­ 
ter three hearings be enacted into a 
law. 
Talk about the initiative! 
Was 
there ever a better illustration any­ 
where of the initiative than this sy s­ 
tem of M assachusetts, provided for by 
the 
constitution 
of 
Massachusetts, 
which Insures that every man may 
initiate his measure, and may hand It 
to his representative, and 
have 
it 
heard on the evidence and debated on 
the merits? 
“We have this year some HOO or 1600 
measures, and I tell you that It is u t­ 
terly impossible to dispose of 
those 
measures In any 60 or SIO days, in our 
way. 
It Is possible, lf M assachusetts 
wishes to adopt the other method, and 
have a boss or group of bosses say this 
•hall be done, and that shall not be 
done. 
“Another thing; One-half the men 
sent there each year are new men. ab­ 
solutely raw and untrained. 
If 
the 
p e o p le would learn that when they 
have good and efficient men It is well 
to return them year after year, instead 
of rotating them to give every man a 
chance, then time would be saved. 
“A# I view the matter now—and I 
have looked over many of our states 
—I know of no state where they come 
a n y Where, near holding so faithfully to 
the precepts and methods of the fram ­ 
ers of this government, as we do here 
In Massachusetts. 
"Yet there are many things that an 
observing man cannot full to see, need 
Improving. 
For Instance: 
We

meddling too much with local matters. 
Every city and town, nearly. In the 
commonwealth, Is coming there year 
after year, with Its own local m eas­ 
ures, asking the men from all over the 
state to decide questions that ought 
to be decided.
